Missionary  Conventions  to 
Cover  Dominion  Opens  Ses- 
sions in  Vancouver 


SEVEN  HUNDRED 

DELEGATES  PRESENT 


Many  Men  of  Note  Included 
Among  Those  in  Attendance 
— Letter  of  Regret  from 
Premier  McBride 


VANCOUVER.  B.  C,  Oct.  18— Hav- 
ing as  its  aim  the  education  of  the 
public  to  the  need  for  active  mis- 
sionary work  both  in  the  home  and 
foreign  fields,  and  numbering  among 
its  delegates  men  of  national  and  in- 
ternational fame,  laymen  and  clergy- 
men of  all  denominations,  the  Men's 
Missionary  convention,  the  first  of  a 
series   of   conventions    which    is    to    be 

■  held  In  every  province  of  the  Domin- 
ion, opened  this  afternoon  In  the 
First    Baptist    church. 

Nearly  700  delegates  were  present. 
Including  Sir  Andrew  Henderson  Era- 
ser. K.  C.  8.  I.,  M.  A.,  LLD.,  former 
lieutenant-governor  of  Bengal;  Mr. 
John  R.  Mott,  LLD..  F.  R.  G.  8.,  a  life- 
long worker  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  field 
and  known  throughout  the  Dominion 
as  the  author  of  numerous  works  on 
missionary  questions;  Right  Reverend 
A.  U.  DePencier,  bishop  of,  Westmin- 
ster; .Mr.  Justice  Brown,  member  of 
the  supreme  court  of  Saskatchewan; 
Rev.  A.  A.  McLeod,  home  on  a  vaca- 
tion from  India,  where  he  labored  in 
the  famous  Telugu  missions,  and  men 
of  note  from  all  over  British  Colum- 
bia.

TUCSON.  Aria..  Oct  18.— Another 
terrific  storm  has  swept  the  avast 
coast  of  Mexico.  One  schooner  Is  re- 
ported ashore  at  Masatlsn.  and  the 
Frisco  wharf  Is  practically  destroyed. 
The  Southern  Pacific  in  Mexico  lost 
all  wires  st  midnight.  Up  to  that 
time  the  gale  had  been  blowing  for 
12  hours.  There  Is  no  report  of  any 
loss   of  life. 

Reports  received  late  today  at  the 
offices  of  the 'Southern  Pacific  in  this 
city  were  that  only  one  schooner  went 
ashore.  Instead  of  eight,  as  was 
flashed  Just  before  the  wires  went 
down.  Several  washouts  are  reported 
on  the  Southern  Pacific  line  south  of 
Mazatian.  The  storm,  it  seems,  ex- 
tended as   far  south  /is  Teptc. 

Wires  are  working  direct  into  Cu- 
llacan.  the  capital  of  Sinaloa,  and  no 
damage   is   reported   there. 

The  reports  received  here  confirm 
the  first  statement  of  damage  to  the 
Frisco  pier.  There  was  no  loss  of 
life.

Unless  this   is 
done  there  will  be  no  Sunday  cars  here 
for  some  years,  aa  the.  Ontario  legisla- 
ture has  laid  down  a  law  that  the  pou- 
u  la t ion   must  be   60.000   before  a  vote 
can  be  taken  on  «the  question. 
Aff SSSfaef  Parliament 
OTTAWA,  Oct   18.— Analysis  of  the 
census    returns    shows    that    the    next 
house  of  commons     will    contain     232 
members,  an  increase  of  11,  as  com- 
pared   with    the    present    house.     The 
unit    of    representation,    which    Is    ar- 
rived at  by  dividing  the  population  of 
Quebec  by  86,  the  representation  fixed 
for  It  by  the  B.  Nil  A.  Act.  is  80,780. 

On  this  basis  the  representation  of 
British  Columbia  In  the  house  of 
commons  will  increase  from  seven  to 
IS  members,  Alberta  from  seven  to 
IS,   Saskatchewan   from   10  to  18. 

On  the  other  hand,  representation 
of  Ontario  will  drop  from  86  to  82, 
New  Brunswick  from  18  to  11,  Nova 
Scotia  from  18  to  18  and  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  from  four  to  three.

VANCOUVER,  B.  C„  Oct  18.— Sen- 
tence of  death  was  pronounced  to- 
night -  by  Justice  Murphy  on  a 
Japanese  named  Xshl,  found  guilty  Of 
killing  his  countryman,  Kobeyashl,  at 
the  Balmoral  cannery  on  the  Bkeena 
river  on  the  night  of  June  11.  Ishl 
received  the  sentence  without  a  tre- 
mor and  had  nothing  to  say  In  ex- 
tenuation of  his  crime. 

Execution  will  take  place  Decem- 
ber 5  at  New  Westminster.  When 
asked  whether  there  was  anything  he 
particularly  wanted  the  condemned 
man  asked  that  he  might  be  allowed 
to  smoke.  He  told  the  Interpreter  to 
tell  the  police -that  he  wanted  neither 
Christian  minister  nor  Build  1st.  priest 
to   visit   him. 

A  quarrel  arose  between  the  two 
Japanese  at  the  cannery  and  when  it 
ended  Kobeyaahl  was  found  In  a  pool 
of  blood  with  four  bullets  In  his  head 
and  body,  which  was  further  fear- 
fully mangled  with  an  axe.

OTTAWA,   Oct.    18. — George    Gordon, 
M.    P.    for    Nlplssing,    will   vacate   his 


seat  for  the  purpose  of  making  way 
for  Hon  Prank  Cochrane.  He  will  be 
given  some  nominal  office  so  as  to 
create  the  vacancy  at  once.  Mr.  Gor- 
don's statement  is  that  he  has  held 
all  along  that  New  Ontario  should  be 
represented  in  the  cabinet,  and  that 
his  resignation  will  open  the  way. 

The  situation  with  regard  to  Mr. 
White's  seat  Is  clearing  up.  At  pres- 
ent three  constituencies  are  possible* 
East  Middlesex,  whose  member,  Mr. 
Eaton,  has  left  for  home;  South  Slm- 
coe,  for  which  Mr.  Haughton  Lennox 
is  member,  and  Halton,  now  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  David  Henderson.  Mr. 
Lennox's  elevation  to  the  bench  is 
likely,  and  Mr.  Henderson  was  In  town 
today  and  saw  Mr.  Borden. 

There  was  a  cabinet  council  this 
morning  and  several  matters  of  rou- 
tine were  disposed  of.  In  a  few  days 
the  capital  will  be  almost  deserted  by 
the  ministers,  who  will  go  to  their 
constituencies  tor  •  nomination  day. 
October  27.  Hon.  Mr.  Rogers  goes 
west  tomorrow  night,  as  does  Martin 
BurrelL  Dr.  Roche  la  already  in  Ills 
riding.  There  Is  no  indication  of  any 
of  the  ministers  being  opposed.

Rev.  W.  T.  Gunn,  missionary  sec- 
retary of  the  Congregational  church 
in  Canada,  responded.  He  regretted 
the  absence  of  the  premier,  as  hit 
presence,  as  the  representative  of  the 
state,  would  have  added  weight  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  assembly,  but 
recognised  that  his  Inability  to  attend 
was  unavoidable.  Turning  to  Van- 
couver, he  hoped  that  the  dream  of 
her  cltisens  would  be  realised  and 
that  she  would  have  1,000,000  popula- 
tion before  a  great  many  years 
elapsed. 

Mr.  Justice  Brown,  member  of  the 
supreme  court  of  Saskatchewan.

"We  are   being   discovered   and   are 
discovering     ourselves."    the     speaker 
said.     "We  are  taking  on  the  respon- 
sibility of  nationhood;  a  new  star  hss 
arisen  on  the  horiaon.     I  believe  that 
star  will  yet  become  of  the  first  mag- 
nitude.    Where  we  are,  what  we  are. 
and   our  natural     resources     are   at- 
tracting   tha   attention   of   the   whole 
world.     Immigrants  are  coming  from 
the  Pacific  and  ths  Atlantic,  from  the 
north  and  the  south,  from  across  the 
border,  from  China.  Japan  and  Asia, 
from  lands  of  oppression  and  intol- 
erable social  conditions.    The  Canada 
of    today    is   a    land   of   freedom,   of 
thought  and  freedom  of  worship.    We 
nave  sHw,  national  sins,  but,  on  the 
whole,  ws  bars  a  right  to  be  proud  of 
out  nation." 

He  referred  to  President  Taffs 
condemnation  of  ths  administration 
of  the  criminal  law  In  the  United 
States  aa  a  disgrace  amidst  loud  ap- 
plause, and  stated  that  such  was  not 
the  case  here. 


Almost    without    an    exception  Victo- 
rians yesterday     expressed     their  keen 
disappointment    at    the    census    returns 
as  published   In   yesterday's  Colonist  In 
a  dispatch  from  Ottawa.     That  the  fig- 
ures,  31,«20,   are  wholly   inaccurate  and 
much    below    the   actual   total   of   popu- 
lation  for   the  city  was  the  unanimous 
opinion,   an     opinion     based  -upon    the 
known    great    increase    In    the      various 
departments  of  activity  in  the  past  few 
years.      When    the    census    was    in   pro- 
cess of  compilation  it     was     no  secret 
that    the    methods    employed    were    not 
productng      adequate      results.        Many 
households    were    missed    altogether    or, 
where    the    enumerator    called    and    did 
not   secure    the    needed   information,    he 
failed   to   put   in  a   second     appearance. 
Even   after    the    returns    had    been    for- 
warded  to  Ottawa  a  list   blank     which 
lay  for  several  days  In  the  Colonist  of- 
fice  to  give  those     who  had     not  been 
enumerated    an    opportunity    of    putting 
down   their   names,   was   largely   signed 
and   there   Is   no   doubt   but   that  many 
more  could   have   been   enumerated  had 
further   effort   been    taken.     As  a 'mat- 
ter of   fact  there  was  considerable   In- 
difference shown   by    Victorians   In    the 
matter  of  the  census. 

Wants  oivto  fftsfif. 
As  an  Indication  of  toe  disappoint- 
ment felt  and  the  belief  that  a  grave 
Injustice  has  been  done  the  city.  Al- 
derman Langley,  at  ths  request  of  a 
large  number  of  residents,  will  submit 
the  following  resolution  at  Friday 
night's   meeting   of    the   city   council: 

"Whereas  It  Is  the  opinion  of  this 
council  based  on  Information  in  the 
possession  of  the  elty  officials  and  upon 
facts  within  the  knowledge  of  all  the 
sitisens  that  the  census  returns  Just 
published  for  the  btty  of  Victoria  show 
a  population  far  short  of  ths  actual 
population  of  such  elty; 

"Be  It  resolved  that  steps  be  taken  to 
have  a  census  taken  of  the  city,  by  the 
city,  and  that  such  census  de  deemed 
to  be  the  official  civic  census  of  the 
said  elty.'  jlftjffl 

"Anyone  who  is  cognisant  of  ths 
great  development  which  has  taken 
place  wtthla  the  past  few  years  real- 
ises that  the  increase  In  population  of 
10,104  credited  to  this  elty  within  ths 
past  tea  years  Is  not  sufficient.  With- 
in the  past  Ave  years  the  growth  of  the 
city  hss  been  so  marked  that  there 
can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  census 
figures  are  too  low."  said  Alderman 
Langley  yesterday.

ROME,  via  Frontier,  Oct.  18. — A  mas- 
sacre of  Christians  Is  planned  by  the 
radical  element  among  the  Turkish 
residents  of  Salonika,  European  Tur- 
key, according  to  refugees  from  that 
place. 

All  ths  cistern  ships  of  the  Italian 
navy  have  been  ordered  made  ready  for 
the  transportation  of  drinking  water 
to  points  along  the  Trlpolltan  coast 
occupied  by  Italians,  if  such  a  course 
proves  necessary  as  a  result  of  tha  ap- 
pearance of  oholera  among  the  soldiers. 

LONDON,  Oct.  18.-— A  despatch  from 
Malta  says  that  In  spite  of  ths  refusal 
of  the  United  States  government  to 
send  ths  sosnt  cruiser  Cheater,  an  es- 
cort to  the  yacht  Utowana.  Prof.  Rich- 
ard Morton,  head  of  the  American 
archeeloglcal  expedition,  has  deter- 
mined to  return  to  Cyrenaeca  this 
week.  The  Chester  has  been  ordered 
to  proceed  for  Trieste  tomorrow. 


VANCOUVER,  Oct.  18.— Steps  are  to 
be  taken  to  acquaint  the  Dominion  gov- 
ernment with  the  needs  of  the  harbors 
of  Vancouver  and  district.  This  was  de- 
cided upon  at  a  meeting  held  this  after- 
noon in  the  council  chamber,  at  which 
were  present,  besides  members  of  the 
civic  harbor  and  Improvement  commit- 
tee, representatives  of  Point  Orey, 
Bourne,  New  Westminster,  South  Van- 
couver and  North  Vancouver.  Alderman 
Cameron  was  In  the  chair. 

A  motion  was  put  and  carried  that 
Mr.  H.  H.  Stevens.  M.P..  should  get  in 
touch  with  the  Dominion  government  at 
the  earlleat  available  moment  and  con- 
trive to  get  a  commission  appointed  to 
prepare  plans  for  the  development  of 
Vancouver  harbor.  It  was  understood 
that  the  scheme  embraced  the  north  arm 
of  the  Fraser  river,  Burrard  Inlet  and 
False  Creek,  while  waterways  like  Eng- 
lish bay  would  also  come  under  con- 
sideration. 

The  announcement  Is  made  by  C  F. 
Pretty,  president  of  the  Vancouver  Har- 
bor and  Dock  Extension  Company  Ltd.. 
that  this  city  will  be  the  first  port  on 
the  Pacific  Slds  of  the  Panama  canal 
to  take  proper  advantage  of  this  won- 
derful commercial  and  Industrial  enter- 
prise sad  the  avenues  of  trade  opened 
to  this  part  of  the  hemisphere  with  the 
completion  of  this  greatest  of  all  Water- 
ways. Mr.  Pretty  says  he  hss  Just  suc- 
ceeded in  completing  arrangements  for 
the  establishment  of  a  tremendous  dock, 
service  which  will  give  Vancouver  alone 

over  IS  miles  of  deep  aea. dockage,  en-

WILL  NOT  ABIDE  BY 


Mayor  Morley  Has  Scheme  of 
Jail  Alterations  All  His  Own 
Still  Places  Ban  Against 
Market  Building 


On  Tuesday  evening  the  city  council 
by  a  large  majority — the  mayor's  being 
the  only  dissentient  vote — decided  to 
spend  the  $30,000  recently  authorized  by 
the  ratepayors  to  be  spent  in  making  al- 
terations to>the  market  building  to  pro- 
vide more  adequate  police  headquarters. 
Testerday  morning  within  twelve  hour* 
of  the  action  taken  by  the  council  his 
worahlp  had  decided  what  alterations 
shall  be  made  to  the  present  quarters 
to  furnish  accommodation  until  such 
aa  the  new  civic  building  ta  erected 
it  is  ever  going  to  be  erected.  The  coun- 
cil made  it  quite  clear  that  new  quar- 
ters In  other  premises  must  be  provided 
according  to  the  expressed  desire  of  the 
ratepayers.  The  mayor  will  pay  no  at- 
tention to  the  public  decision  but  insists 
that  the  police  quarters  shall  not  be  lo- 
cated in  the  market  building.  There- 
fore on  still  one  more  point  the  mayor 
and   the  council  are  at   daggers  drawn. 

As  a  result  of  Ills  morning's  tour  of 
Investigation  the  mayor  has  decided 
(the  council  action  does  not  sway  him 
in  the  least)  that  by  the  expenditure  of 
some  few  thousands  of  dollara  the  pres- 
ent Insanitary  and  wholly  inadequate 
quarters  can  be  made  to  serve.  Hla 
idea,  it  is  said,  is  to  turn  the  present  de- 
tective office  into  the  general  Jail  of- 
fice and  make  alterations  to  the  up- 
stairs quartern  so  that  more  prisoner* 
can  be  accommodated..  It  may  be  that 
the  patrol  wagon  (a  new  one,  by  the 
way,  has  been  promised  by  the  mayor 
to  Chief  Langley)  and  the  horses  of  the 
mounted  squad  will  be  moved  to  tem- 
porary quarters  In  the  market  building 
and  the  present  patrol  house  devoted  to 
cells. 

Alteration   Scheme  of  Sis  Owa 

At  Tuesday  evening '«  meeting  his  wor- 
ship urged  that  the  question  of  remod- 
elling the  market  building  be  left  until 
after  the  January  vote  on  the  new  city 
hall  scheme.  To  ensure  that  auch  delay 
will  take  place  or  that  at  least  the  al- 
terations of  the  market  ^building  as  de- 
sired by  the  council  shall  be  delayed  aa 
long  a*  possible  the  mayor  will  doubt- 
less once  again  exercise  bin  right  of 
vetoing  the  council's  resolution  calling 
for  the  expenditure  of  the  f  10.000.  His 
worship  has  one  month  In  which  to  ex- 
ercise hie  veto  and  as  he  wants  that 
months  delay  It  Is  doubtful  If  any  veto 
In  this  particular  case  will  be  forthcom- 
ing for  that  length  of  time.  In  the 
meantime  he  will  press  forward  his 
scheme  of  temporary  alterations  to  the 
present  police  quarters. 

One  point  which  arises  I*  the  question 
ae  to  from  what  'fund  the  money  for 
these  repair*  Is  to  be  taken.  Recently 
when  efforts  were  made  by  the  police 
ctmmlssionere  to  have  at  least  some  of 
the  IS0.000  spent  on  fixing  up  the  mar- 
ket building  the  mayor  and  the  city 
comptroller  made  it  quite  clear  that  no 
part  of  that  loan  could  be  used  for  tem- 
porary repairs:  that  the  money  had  eith- 
er to  be  spent  wholly  for  the  purpose 
for  which  It  was  voted  or  not  at  all. 
The  same  argument  will  doubtless  hold 
In  ths  case  of  the  repairs  which  the 
mayor  desires  should  be  made  to  the 
present  police  quarters  as  the  ratepay- 
er* In  passing  the  loan  were  led  to  un- 
derstand that  all  the  money  should  go 
to  the  market  building  changes,  In  that 
case  the  funds  for  the  mayor's  scheme 
will  doubtless  have  to  come  out  of  gen- 
eral revenue. 

Aa  for  the  police  automobile  patrol 
wagon  which  his  worship  has  promised 
the  chief  of  police,  the.  police  commis- 
sion recently  decided  that  such  should 
be  purchased  If  there  proved  to  be  suf- 
ficient funds  in  the  police  appropria- 
tion. It  is  stated  that  investigation 
showed  that  the  polio*  funds  were  not 
sufficient  for  the  purpose  so  Where  ths 
fund*  are  now  to  come  from  for  the 
patrol  wagon  Is  another  financial  mys- 
tery, a  solution  for  which  Is  no  appar- 
ent.

FIRST   BATTLE 

IS    INDECISIVE 

(Continued    from    page    1.) 

vails,  however,  that  the  government 
has  really  achieved  an  important 
moral  victory.  The  belief  has  been 
held  here  that  If  the  first  encounter 
between  the  revolutionaries  and  loyal 
troop*  proved  decisive,  the  supremacy 
would    be   settled    there   and    then. 

Only  a  few  unimportant  town*  out- 
side of  Hankow.  VVu  Chang  and  Han 
Vang  have  taken  part  In  the  uprising. 
Nanking,  Chang  Sha,  Canton  and 
other  cities  of  known  revolutionary 
tendencies  have  not  responded  to  the 
call  of  the  insurgent*  so  far  as  can 
be  learned.  They  are  seemingly 
awaiting  the  result  of  the  first  en- 
counter. Had  the  rebels  overwhelm- 
ingly won  today's  battle  It  was  ex- 
pected the  provinces  below  Yangtse 
Klang  would  be  theirs.  With  other 
Important  cities  in  rebellion  the  gov- 
ernment would  have  been  unable  to 
concentrate  Its  strength  against  the 
three  In  Hu  Peh  province.  The  rebel 
leaders  have  shown  the  usual  char- 
acteristic weakness  In  not  following 
up    their    early    victories. 

No  news  was  received  from  Szechuen 
province.  The  American  legation  fail- 
ed to  receive  reports,  except  that 
from  Consul  General  Greene  at  Han- 
kow, announcing  that  the  battle  had 
begun.  Acceptance  of  the  office  of 
viceroy  of  Hu  Peh,  makes  Yuan  Shi 
Kitl's  appointment  a  military  one.  It 
Is  reliably  stated  that  Yuan  Shi  Kal 
demanded  permission  to  raise  his  own 
division  of  10,000  troops,  and  also  to 
cash  a  personal  grant  of  3,000,000  taels 
($2,000,000).  To  this  humiliation  the 
regent  agreed. 

Yuan  Shi  Kal  la  expected  to  start 
from  Peking  within  three  days.  Many 
oflfclals,  dissatisfied  with  the  progress 
of  reforms,  are  rallying  to  the  support 
of  the  government,  as  they  now  believe 
the  chances  for  securing  reforms  are 
greater  by  aiding  the  dynasty. 

Owing  to  the  censorship,  even  the 
officials  are  unable  to  obtain  reliable 
news,  which  they  are  eagerly  seeking 
from  correspondents  and  foreign  lega- 
tions. 

British  and  Japanese  reports  fall  to 
confirm    the    announcement    that    the 
situation  at  Nanking  Is  critical. 
Kuaaian   Freoaution*. 

The  Russian  troops  have  been  or- 
dered to  suppress  Immediately  any  ex- 
cesses by  revolutionaries  or  bandits 
near  the  railway  stations  without 
waiting  for  further  Instructions.  'A 
consular  report  says  several  revolu- 
tionists have  been  decapitated  at  Muk- 
den. Except  the  Japanese,  there  are 
few  foreign  consuls  beyond  Harbin  and 
Vladivostok,  hence,  reports  of  Russian 
activities  depend  entirely  upon  Russian 
sources. 

From  Hankow  comes  the  report  that 
detachments  of  Japanese  aiM  German 
Infantry  are  expected  there  soon.  An 
edict  has  been  Issued  forbidding  the  ' 
exportation  of  rice  from  Peking.  A 
division  of  the  old  style  troops' which 
arrived  here  yesterday  are  quartered 
In  camps  and  temple*  around  the  vari- 
ous city  gates  and  In  the  streets  In 
which  the  high  official*  live. 

Rear  Admiral  Murdock,  commander 
of  the  United  State*  Asiatic  fleet  tele- 
graphs the  legation  that  the  protected 
cruiser  New  Orleans  has  been  ordered 
to  Nanking,  the  protected  cruiser  Al- 
bany to  Shanghai  and  ths  colll*r  Ab- 
erenda  to  Tien  Tsln,  the  port  of  Pe- 
king,  bringing  reinforcement!  to  the 
legation  guard. 

The  American  charge  hers  is  anxious 
that  there  shall  be  no  alarm  regarding 
Peking,  a*  it  Is  not  considered  to  be  in 
the  slightest  danger.

potato  Ctrowing  Extending 
Mr.  Smith  finds  the  potato  growing 
Industry  being  generally  carried  on  lu 
a  most  slipshod  manner.  There  is  lit- 
tle uniformity  in  the  crops  of  potatoes 
grown,  and  sometimes  in  one  hill  he 
would  find  two  different  varieties  of  po- 
tatoes, and  In  a  five-acre  field  halt  a 
dozen  varieties.  He  believes  that  the 
canvas  for  potatoes  will  lead  to  a  vast 
Improvement  in  the  potato  Industry  an- 
other year,  and  thus,  even  should'  the 
big  prise  not  be  captured  by  British 
Columbia,  the  work  will  not  have  been 
in  vain.  The  collectors  have  brought 
to  the  minds  of  the  growers  the  need 
of  specializing  In  potatoes  in  just  the 
same  manner  as  they  specialise  In  cat- 
tle, sheep  or  poultry;  and  it  pays  to 
have  one  variety  and  thus  attain  uni- 
formity. The  advantage  will  then 
also  be  felt  by  the  consumer,  who  when 
he  buys  a  sack  of  potatoes  of  different 
varieties  which  will  take  different 
lengths  of  time  to  boll  properly,  does 
not  make  due  allowance,  with  the  re- 
sult that  some  of  the  potatoes  for  the 
table  may  be  overdone  and  others  un- 
derdone.

There  aeems  little  doubt  ttiat  the 
people  ot  Victoria  m  a  whole  are  very 
much  dissatisfied  with  the  census  re- 
turn* as  far  as  they  affect  this  city. 
On  all  sides  yesterday  opinions  were 
expressed  that  something  should  be 
Aone  to  correct  the  erroneous  Impres- 
sion Which  has  gone  abroad.  Esti- 
mates ecu  red  from  various  sources,  and 
particularly  from  people  In  a  position 
to  know,  place  the  population  here  at 
40.000  or  upwards.  The  Colonist  has 
been  naked  to  Inaugurate  a  scheme  for 
the  taking  of  a  citizens'  census  and  to 
this  end  the  following  suggestions,  are 
made,  in  the  first  place  it  would  seem 
advisable  to  start  a   fund   with   the   Idea 


of    collecting     from      34.006     to    $6,000 
Which  would  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
proposed  enumeration.   As  a   commence- 
ment  towards   such  a.  movement     sub- 
3  scrlptlons  will  be  received  at  this  office. 
It    Is   a   cause    to   which    all    the   busi- 
ness  men   of   Che   city,    as    well   as    all 
others   Interested   in     the     development 
and  growth  of  Victoria  will  contribute. 
When  the  fund  haa  once  been  got  under 
way  it  ta   proposed  to  form  a  citizens- 
committee   composed    of    three   or   more 
representative    persons,       who'   will    not 
alone  administer     the     amount    raised. 
but   will   look    after'  all    the    other    de- 
tails   connected    with    the    enumeration. 
As  far  as  the  actual  count   goes  some 
.    system  other  than  that  employed  in  the 
recent   census-taking   will      have    to    be 
formulated.

Each  of  the  naval 
commanders  le  supposed  to  be  acting 
under  Instructions  from  his  own  gov- 
ernment, and  although  It  is  contem- 
plated that  they  should  support  one 
another  if  foreign  interests  are  en- 
dangered by  the  military  operations.  It 
Is  stated  positively  that  so  far,  there 
Is  no  "allied  force"  and  consequently 
the  question  of  seniority  of  naval 
commanders  and  right  to  direct  the 
International  operations  hes  not  been 
brought  to  an  Issue. 

Although  the  revolutionary  disturb- 
ances first  occurred  In  Ssechuen  pro- 
vince, there  has  been  no  considerable 
development  of  unreal,  and  the  Ameri- 
can consul  at  Chung  King  reports' 
comparative  quiet  at  Cheng  Tu,  the 
capital,  and  a  storm  centre  In  the  early 
stages  of  the  insurrection.  He  re- 
ports that  nowhere  in  the  province  le 
the  revolutionary  movement  anti-for- 
eign and  that  Americans  generally  are 
safe,  although  communication  with  the 
extreme  eastern  section  of  Ssechuen  Is 
Interrupted.

The  local  police  have  not  yet  relin- 
qulshed  their  endeavors  to  eliminate  as 
far  aa  possible,  the  forbidden  habit  of 
opium  smoking  in  Chinatown,  and  raids 
in  that  dlatrtct  of  t%»  city  have  been 
numeroua  of  late.  The  lateat  of  these 
escapades  Into  the  drug  dens  waa  mada 
by  Mounted  Sergeant  Beckton.  Inspector 
Clayards  and  P.  C.  Ireland,  and  as  the 
result  of  their  delvlngs.  there  was  a 
police  court  case  yesterday. 

The  chief  offender,  was  a  Celestial 
named  Sam.  He  faced  the  charge  of  be- 
ing the  keeper  of  an  opium  den  at  Ml 
Flaguard  street,  and  after  the  magis- 
trate had  heard  the  evidence  of  the  offi- 
cers, there  was  no  doubt  In  his  mind  hut 
what  the  accused  had  committed  an  of- 
fence, and  ahould  ahare  the  name  fate 
as  his  predecessors,  who  had  erred  sim- 
ilarly. Accordingly  Sam  will  labor 
gratis,  within  the  precincts  of  a  prison 
wall  for  the  next  six  months.  Lung, 
another  Chinaman,  charged  with  being 
a  frequenter  of  the,  den  waa  found 
guilty,  and  fined  M0.

The  number  of  accidents  that  have 
been  recorded  during  the  past  year  In 
this  province  has  been  very  great.

The  fact 
that  the  families  of  most  of  the  men 
killed  or  maimed  do  not  reside  here 
and  that  the  wounded  men  very  often 
disappear  from  the  city  helps  to  blind 
the  ordinary  cltUen  to  the  serlottsnesa 
of  the  state  of  affairs  that  obtains  here.

The  United  States  clrcul^  court 
handed  down  a  memorandum  ao  atat- 
In*-  today,  after  the  filing  of  *  peti- 
tion by  counsel  for  three  associations 
atattna  the  opposition.  The  inde- 
pendent*, however,  will  be  liven  an 
opportunttr  to  present  thetr  objec- 
tions at  a  public  hearing  on  Octo- 
ber 30. 

The  petition  of  the  Independents 
was  filed  In  the  name  of  the  National 
Cigar  Loaf  Tobacco  association,  the 
Cigar  Manufacturers'  Association  of 
America  and  the  independent  Tobacco 
Salesmen's  Organisation  of  America. 
Opposition  waa  baaed  on  the  follow- 
ing   allegations: 

That  the  petitions  were  vitally  In- 
terested in  the  dissolution  of  the  to- 
bacco  truat. 

That  tha  plan  is  fundamentally  de- 
fective in  that  it  fails  to  conform  to 
the  decree  of  the  supreme  court. 

That  adoption  of  the  plan  would 
not  restore  free  competitive  condi- 
tions In  the  tobacco  Industry  or  re- 
move the  dominance  of  the  so-called 
tobacco  combination.  '

•'Base-running  will  not  be  the  Im- 
portant factor  in  the  world's  series 
that  many  of  those  who  dope  the  Oianta 
to  win  games  on  speed  seem  to  think, 
in  fact,  It  will  not  surprise  me  if  the 
base  stealing  ability   of   McGraw'a   team 

nlng   or   losing    of    the    contests,    and    is 
at  no  time  notably   in  evidence." 

This  Is  a  statement  made  by  Ty  Cobb 
of  the  Detroit  team,  a  roan  who  should 
be  qualified  to-vieW  as  an  expert  any 
question  iiiv.oivlsjK  base-running  and  Ha 
value.  CobB  is  a  close  student  of  the 
(tame,  watched  the  Athletics  and  Cube 
carefully  last  fall,  and  himself  has  seen 
three  series  from  the  inside.  In  addi- 
tion, of  course,  he  has  been  a  leading 
base  runner  ever  since  he  came  into  pro- 
fessional ball,  and  this  year  has  oet  a 
new  base-stealing  record  for  the  Am. 
erlcan  league. 

"This  is  why  I  say  that  the  record  of 
tliefts  that  the  Giants  have  piled  up 
should  not  be  considered  too  greatly  in 
figuring  the  iKist-season  games,",  said 
Cobb.  "Base-running  does  not  count  In 
a  short  series.  It  never  has,  and  never 
can.  Each  single  game  Is  a  matter  of? 
too  much  Importance.  Any  time  you 
try  to  steal  a  base  you  give  the  oppos- 
ing team  a  chance  to  put  you  out.  Those 
chances,  unless  your  team  is  in  front 
and  hitting  the  pitchers,  as  tho  Athletlca 
were  last  fall,  you  cannot  take. 
Must  put  Safe 
"You  must  play  the  game  reason- 
ably safe,  and  depend  upon  your  hitting 
and  your  pitching',  because  the  loss  of 
any  one  slngla  game  roay  result  In  thee 
loss  of  the>  world's  "<*humplon«Mip.  and' 
the  winner's  e»d  of  the  inon<\\,  That  is 
how  a  world's  scriis  differs  from  a' 
pennant  race.  In  the  latter  you  are- 
playing  164  games.  If  ypu  try  daring; 
stuff  and  do  not  get  away  with  It,  the 
loss  of  that  one  game  Is  not  serious,  be- 
cause there  Is  a  long  road  to  go,  and  you 
can  make  up  lost  ground.  In  the  end, 
the  percentage  of  successful  risks  will 
tell  In  favor  of  the  team  that  Is  fast  and 
that  takes  chances.  But  where  four 
games  decide  everything,  you  cannot 
figure  on  that  percentage.  In  six  suc- 
cessive years  the  winner  of  the  first 
game  has  won  the  series.  That  shows 
how  much  one  game  counts,  and  also 
tells  why  a  team  will  not  dare  *to  take 
the  chances  in  the  series  that  it  takes 
In  the  season.  Convince  your  opponents 
that  you  are  going  to  run  wild,  and  If 
he  has  clever  and  seasoned  twlrlers,  the 
only  kind  used  In  world's  series,  and  any 
kind  of  a  throwing  catcher,  you  are 
merely  playing  Into  his  hand,  and  sav- 
ing him  from  giving  you  a  chance  to 
hit  the  ball." 

Another  Opinion 
Ralph  (Bluch)  Frary.  ex-Northwcst- 
ern  league  and  preeant  member  of  the 
National  league ,  indicator  staff,  has 
again  donned  hi*  prophet's  garb.  Bluch 
opines  that  Philadelphia  will  win  the 
worlds  series,  tho  struggle  lasting  no 
longer  than  five  games.

Thankofferlng  raised  by  the  Auxiliary 
and  then  dealt  with  the  lack  of  candi- 
dates for  the  mission  field.  Although 
they  bed  the  money,  they  had  botes 
many  volunteers  an-  they  had  hoped  for, 
and  she  thought  It  only  right  that  all 
mothers  should  urge  on  their  boys  the 
privilege  of  being  able  to  enter  ths 
priesthood,  and  upon  their  girls  to  min- 
ister among  the  sick,  etc.  There  was  a 
great  need  for  women  in  the  missionary 
field. 

They  had  been  told  that  sixty  per 
cent  of  the  white  people  coming  ipto 
Canada  belonged  to  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, and  bearing  this  in  mind,  the  Aux- 
iliary had  established  the  church  build- 
ings fund  to  help  in  extending  the  work 
of   the   church  among   these   settlers. 

In  1910  a  branch  of  the  W.  A.  had 
been  formed  In  Australia,  and  on  the 
suggestion  of  Bishop  Montgomery  it 
had  been  organized  along  the  lines  of 
the  Canadian  Auxiliary,  and  she  thought 
that  they  should  all  feel  much  gratified 


specially  pleased  that  afternoon  to  wel- 
come  the  president  of  that  great  organ- 
ization, because  she  was  also  an  old  par- 
ishioner of  his.  He  was  certain  that 
the  Women's  Auxiliary  had  never  made 
a  happier  selection  than  when  they  had 
chosen  her.

She  then  proceeded  to  trace 
back  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary  from 
Its  organisation  In  the  year  1886.  when 
Mrs.  Tllton,  the  former  president,  with 
six  other  ladies  had  gone  to  the  domestic 
board  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
and  asked  If  they  could  not  receive  help 
in  their  work.  Their  request  was  grant- 
ed.

Briefly  they  take  the  stand  that  ths 
old  rule  Is  ae  fair  for  one  as  the  other, 
end  eay  the  America's  Cup  represents 
the  yachting  championship  of  ths  world,

The    steamer   Mexico    Maru      of      the 
Osaka  Shoeen  kalsha  reached  the  outer 
wharf   yesterday  afternoon  from   Yoko- 
hama after  a  stormy     passage,   having 
encountered  a  heavy  gale  Ave  days  ago. 
TWo  saloon  passengers  J.  N.  Kalff,  who 
has  been  In  business  In  Yokohama  and 
H.  Gudgeon,  from  Kudat.  In  Borneo,  and 
a  Japanese  woman,  debarked  here,  and 
73    steerage,      mostly      Chinese.      There 
were  three  saloon  passenKers.  two  Jap- 
anese and  one  Chinese  and  23  Japanese 
steerage   passengers     for   Seattle,      The 
cargo  consisted  of  4.311   tons.  Including 
643  tons  for  Victoria,  43  for  Seattle  and 
I  525   for  Tacoma  and  overland   points. 
There,  waa  *s4  bales  of  raw  ellk.     The 
freight  for  Victoria  consisted  of  straw 
braid,  rattan  chairs,  beans,  tea.  matting, 
rice,  mlso  sake  and  rice  wine.    Tea  form- 
ed   the    largest   part  of    the   big   cargo, 
there    being   over   16.000    cases   of   new 
tea.     Other  big  shipments  were  of  Illy 
bulbs  and  porcelain. 

The  Mexico  Mam  has  been  practically 
In  constant  communication  by  wireless, 
and  sent  one  of  the  longest  messages 
received  on  this  coast  via  the  new  Unit- 
ed States  station  In  Alaska  to  Aetorla. 
When  the  steamer  was  a  few  days  out 
from  Japan  news  was  received  on  hoard 
by  wireless  that  the  new  government 
had  changed  Its  determination  to  in- 
crease the  army  in  Korea  by  two  divis- 
ions and  would  place  but  one  new  divis- 
ion In  the  peninsula.

The  Dlrlgo  was  formerly  In  the  Alas- 
kan trade,  but  has  been  lying  Idle  for 
some  time  past,  having  been  supplanted 
by  the  large  steel  freighter  of  the  Alas- 
ka Steamship  company.  She  will  be 
the  largest  freight  vessel  operating  be- 
tween Sound  ports  as  she  has  a  carrying 
capsclty  of  1200  tons  of  cargo. 

The  deal  for  the  charter  of  the  Dlrlgo 
waa  closed  and  she  was  placed  on  dry- 
dock  preparatory  to  going  Into  oomrol*- 
slon.  She  1*  to  be  altered  to  suit  her 
new  trade.  It  being  planned  to  facilitate 
tbe  working  of  cargo. 

The  Sound  steamboat  Edith,  which 
baa  been  on  the  Victoria- Vancouver  run 
for  the  Bound  Packet  lines  will  In  the 
future  be  operated  through  the  Ban 
Juan  Islands  to  Victoria  making  three 
round  tripe  weekly.

Thus  far  17  mile*  of  track  have  been 
laid  on  the  Kettle  River  Valley  Ha*, 
out  of  the  total  of  141  mile*  provided 
for.  Regular  train  service  will  shortly 
he  Inaugurated  between  Merrltt  and  Ot- 
ter summit. 


The  Princess  Beatrice  was  proceeding 
ii,r..,i«ii  Christie  passage  at  her  usual 
rate  of  speed  when  she  struck,  head  on, 
the  rocks  of  Noble  Island,  and  mounted 
high.  Rain  was  falling  heavily  and  a 
stroriK  wind  was  blowing.  Capt.  Robert- 
son ordered  the  boats  swung  out,  but 
It  was  not  necessary  to  use  them,  a 
gangway  being  put  out  on  the  rocks 
and  the  passengers  landed.  The  crew 
built  a  bonfire  of  driftwood  and  they 
camped  around  this.  There  was  no  ex- 
citement and  many  went  back  on  board. 
Some  sat  around  the  piano  In  the  saloon 
while  one  of  the  passengers  played. 

Second  Officer  Rlppon  who  arrived  by 
the  Princess  Mary  said  Capt.  Robertson 
ordered  him  to  proceed  to  Hardy  Bay 
with  a  boat  and  when  near  that  port, 
eight  miles  away,  they  sighted  the  Ven- 
ture, which  proceeded  to  the  scene  and 
took  the  sntpwrecked  passengers  on 
board  and  took  them  to  Alert  Boy.  Sec- 
ond Officer  Rlppon  secured  the  launch 
Gypsy  at  Hardy  Bay  and  returned  to  the 
wreck.  He  took  the  malls  to  Alert  Bay 
and  arranged  for  housing  the  passengers 
there. 

The  princess  Mary,  despatched  from 
Victoria,  rtached  Alert  Bay  on  Monday 
night  and  after  taking  the  passengers 
on  board  proceeded  north  to  the  Princess 
Beatrice,  alongside  of  which  was  the 
Princess  Royal  and  the  salvage  tugs 
Salvor  and  Maude.  Mr.  McOoaan.  sup- 
erintendent engineer  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Coast  service,  who  overtook  the 
Princess  Mary  on  the  tug  Quallcum. 
went  on  the  vessel  and  Capt.  Neroutsos 
left  It.  together  with  all  the  crew  of  the 
disable/d  vessel  with  the  exception  of 
the  engineer  and  deck  crew.  Capt.  Rob- 
ertson  remained  in   charge. 

According  to  Captain  Neroutsos,  it  Is 
not  the  length  of  time  that  the  vessel 
remains  on  the  rocks  that  will  harm  her, 
but  the  time  when  she  should  slip  off. 
and  scrape  a  bigger  hole  In  her  hull.  He 
was  afraid  that  the  wash  from  the  pass- 
ing steamers  hi  the  narrow  passage 
might  be  enough  to  push  her  from  her 
present  entirely  safe  position.  When 
she  struck,  a  Jagged  though  not  serious 
hole  was  torn  along  her  side,  but  her 
position  at  the  time  when  the  Mnry  left 
her  was  excellent  tor  the  purpose  of 
making  temporary  repairs.

ASTORIA.  Ore..  Oct  18. — The  schooner 
William  Nottingham,  which  was  ahand- 
doned  off  the  Oregon  coast,  was  towed 
into  port  yesterday  by  the  bar  tug  Wal- 
lula,  which  picked  up  the  derelict 
twenty-five  miles  southwest  of  the  Co- 
lumbia river  and  anchored  opposite  th* 
city.  The  crew  Is  here,  having  been 
taken  off  Friday  by  the  British  schoon- 
er David  Evans,  of  Victoria.  B.  C. 

Capt.    8venson    tells   the   story  of   the 
wreck  of  the  Nottingham  aa  follows: 

-We  sailed  from  the  Columbia  river 
on  October  2  and  almost  immediately  ran 
into  heavy  weather.  The  vessel  worked 
considerable  and  I  soon  noticed  she  was 
making  more  water  than  she  should.  *»y 
working  the  pumps  one  hour  out  of  every 
four  we  managed  to  get  the  water  down 
to  13  inches  and  then  It  began  to  gain 
rapidly.  We  were  makiag  hut  little 
headway,  and  had  got  about  Jl?-«n«*s 
south  of  the  heads  on  .the  morning  of 
the  «th.  when  the  wind  shifted  and  I 
was  forced  to  put  the  vessel  on  the 
starboard  tack. 

"Two  houra  later  the  mate  reported 
water  was  pouring  in  rapidly.  The 
wind  was  light  and  the  glass  had  fallen 
to  29.20  and  I  decided  to  run  for  Flat- 
tery to  save  the  schooner.  We  beat 
along  ss  beet  we  could,  but  we  lay  in 
almost  a  dead  calm  until  Sunday  morn- 
ing when  a  big  eea  came  up  that  waa 
almost  a  tidal  wave,  and  It  was  accom- 
panied by  one  of  the  worst  northwest 
gales  1  ever  saw.  The  first  gust  tore 
one  of  our  boats  from  lta  lashings  and 
carried  It  overboard. 

••By  this  time  the  hold  was  half  ful' 
of  water  and  the  terrible  seas  shlf'.-si 
the  cargo,  and  all  that  iilght  the  noh'on 
er  lay  on  her  beam  ends.  Abo  it  I 
o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  »tb  th* 
cabin  Ailed  and  It  we*  entirely  gu»».«d. 
A  few  minute*  later  the  lashing*  part- 
ed, the  deokioad  above  th*  rail  wo* 
washed  away  and  tbe  mala  meat,  mis- 
sen  ma*t  and  ilggar  brok*  off  ani  won* 
overboard,  leertng  only  :, the  for^ma»t 
standing.  The  wind  waa  aUU  Wowing 
from  the  northwaet*  out  was  falling  off. 
We  cleared  awty  the  wreckage  **•) 
patched  up  the  donkey  engine  connec- 
tions, rigged  a  Jury  meet  aft  "><  bad 
the  craft  nearly  pumped  out  when  on 
Wednesdey  morning  we  ran  into  another 
gale  and  the  vessel  fllled  again. 

"We  could  do  nothing  then  but  to  run 
before  the  wind.  Tbl*  mornms  we  were 
in  longitude  14*:1«  weet,  latitude  115:26 
north,  which  I*  about  Bfteen  mile*  off 
the  mouth  of  the  rlv*r,  and  w*r*  head- 
ing ea*t-nortb«a*t  wh*n  th*  aohooner 
David  Bvane  cam*  along.  Capt.  Sanders 
lay  to  for  *ev*ral  hour*  until  th*  *eae 
subsided  and  as  we  bad  th*  lifeboat  left 
we  launched  It  and  w*nt  on  board.  I 
left  everything,  eaoeptlns  tha  clothe*  I 
have  on.  as  did  the  other*  of  the  crew. 
The  water  caeka  and  tank*  were  broken 
last  Sunday.  *o  we  w*ra  without  water 
for  five  days,  but  fortunately  had  a  lit- 
tle win*  In  my  e»*ta  »nd  the  m*n  w*r* 
given  a  glaa*  of  that  *acb  day.

PORTLAND;,  Ore.,  Oct  18.— Spurious 
pny  checks,  purporting  to  be  Issued  by 
the  Oregon- Washington  Railroad  and 
Navigation  Company,  wsre  discovered  by 
the  I'nlted  States  National  bank  in  this 
city  today,  and  from  appearance*  a  gang 
with  headquarters  in  Seattle  has  seeured 
a  large  sum  of  money  within  a  few 
hours  by  means  of  these  forgeries.  The 
extent  of  the  awlndl*  la  not  yet  esti- 
mated, and  wiU  hot  ha  f ulltf  known  fer 
two  or  three  days,  it  being  possible  that 
Spokane  Is  Included  in  the  field  of  oper- 
ations of  the  gang. 

The  forgery  wa*  discovered  by  a  clerk 
in  the  bank  daring  the  opening  of  the 
Seattle  nail.  This  was  reported  to  the 
cashier,  who  at  once  started  out  to 
warn  other  banks  In  the  city.  Cow

New  Bylaw  Gives  Force  Power 
to  Order  Removal  of  Veh- 
icles Left  Standing  on 
Thoroujghfares 

The  comsaltte*  of  the  city  council  which, 
after  the  lengthy  fljsoussion  at  last  Frl«ay 
ntgnt  ■  nmtlar  or  tne  counoil  enent  the 
rule  to  be  adopted  for  the  preservation  of 
traffic  on  the  main  thoroughfares  and  the 
prevention  ef  the  present  practice  ef  allow- 
ing automobile*  end  other  conveyances  to 
stand  OS  the  street*,  wag  appointed  te 
evolve  save  rule  which  will  answer  the 
purpose  without  working  a  hardship  upon 
otvnere  of  such  vehicles,  has  brought  down 
its    suggestions. 

The  dlsousslon  arose  when  the  streets  by- 
law, a  new  measure  repealing  <he  existing 
regulations,  was  Introduced  In  council.  Sec- 
tion I  enacted  that  any  person  who 
stands,  lounges  or  tetters  upon  any  psrt 
whatsoever  of  the  street  or  any  goods  or 
merchandise  or  any  vehicle  which  stands  on 
any  part  of  any  street  except  while  actu- 
ally taking  on  or  letting  off  passengers  or 
goods  or  any  gathering  of  persons  for 
street  preaching,  etc.,  should  com*  within 
the  mealnlng  of  the  term  "obstruct" 

It  wss  argued  that  this  wonld  prevent 
autos  or  other  vehicles  standing  In  front 
of  business  premises  while  the  owner  was 
within    transacting   business. 

City  Solicitor  MeDlarmld  suggested  bar- 
ring the  stsndlng  ef  vehicles  on  certain 
portion*  of  main  thoroughfares  such  as 
Government  street  between  Cormorant  and 
Humboldt  street*;  Douglas  *treet  between 
Pandora  avenue  and  Fort  street;  Ystes 
street  between  Langley  and  Douglas  etreets 
and  Fort  street  between  Government  end 
Poifgla-    street*.     *uch     vehicles    to  _be  _sta-

tloned  on  adjoining  side  street*  lu  cases 
where  the  owners  desired  to  leave  them 
while  transacting  business,  finally  It  was 
decided  to  leave  the  matter  to  a  council 
committee  composed  of  Aldermen  Langley. 
Peden  and  Qleason  to  suggest  an  alterna- 
tive section. 

This  committee'  suggests  the  following 
section  which  was  adopted  at  Tuesdsy 
night's    council    meeting: 

"I.  Without  restricting  the  generality  of 
limiting  the  mealnlng  of  the  term  -obstruct' 
in  asetloas  4,  7  and  6.  hsree*  the  term 
'obstruct  ths  free  use  of  any  sidewalk, 
and  obstruct  the  free  use„  ef  any  street,' 
shsll  also  mean  and  include  any  person 
who  stands,  lounge*  or  loiter*,  upon  any 
part  whatsoever  ef  any  sidewalk  Or  street; 
or  any  good*,  ware*  or  merchandise  or 
other  article  of  trade  er  commerce.  re- 
maining on  any  part  of  any  etdewalk  or 
street  longer  than  Is  reasonably  necessary 
to  expeditiously  deliver  or  remove  the  same 
Into  any  premises  or  vehicle,  or  any  gath- 
ering of  persons  for  street  preaching,  lec- 
turing, or  precession;  and  in  case  of  any 
vehicle  unon  any  street  or  sidewalk  rnvtr 
person  owning  or  being  in  charge  or  such 
vehicle  sbsll  upon  the  request  and  accord- 
ing to  ths  directions  of  a  police  officer 
forthwith   move   such   vehicle: 

"In  all  eases  where  a  vehicle  la  left  stand- 
ing on  a  street  or  sidewalk  and  is  In  the 
opinion  of  a  police  officer  causing  an  ob- 
struction   to   traffic    the    owner     shall      be
